Distemper in a virulent form In prevail- 
ing among the horses of Pendleton 
County. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Colonel 
John F. Davis, in his latest report of the 
condition oi growing crops, makes the 
following averages: 

Tobacco— Reports from 65 counties 
show an average acreage of 90 per cent ; 
condition, 90 per cent. Recent raine 
have greatly improved the lute tobacc", 
and an early killing frost is now tbe only 
danger to be apprehended. 

Corn — Sixty-eight counties report acre- 
age 105 ; condition, 93. Frequent drouth 
have brought the condition down at leant 
a dosen points; but tbe Commissioner 
thinks the acrexge under-estimated. 

Oats— Seventy counties report this crop 
at an averege acreage of 1L'~> percent ; 
condition, 102. 

Wheat— Fifty-five counties report 50 
acreage ; 50 condition— which makes the 
general average as to final result (after 
the crop has been threshed and riUpj 
of) 25, or something more than 3,000 
bushels. 

Rye— Thirty-nine counties give (50 acre- 
age ; 73 condition. 

Barley— Only II counties report this 
crop, and thev give 79 per cent, both for 
area and condition. 

Hemp— Eleven counties give 91 acre- 
age ; 92 condition. 

Fruits are generally reported in aver- 
age condition and quantity. 

Iriah Potatoes— A fairly good acreage, 
both as to quality and quantity, is re- 
ported. 

The Horghum sugar-cane crop is repre- 
sented bv correspondent* generally to be 
in splendid condition, with more atten- 
tion than usual paid to the crop, ami a 
loud demand for improved machiner.

Loci*, Oct a— 81 King, the burly ne- 
gro who assaulted two women in Urn vicinity 
of New London, Mo., two wewks ago, and 
was hounded by a mob day and night (or 
almost a week, was found hanging in the 
the woods less than a mile from the scene of 
his crimes. He waa burled under the tree 
where he swung. It is pretty certain that 
he hangad himself, aa his coat and boots lay 
near, and the rope was a plough line, stolen 
from a neighboring barn. The body was to 
decomposed that it had to bo burled tome- 1 
diately, though Dr. D. W. Young, brother 
of the assaulted ladies, d.clarel it should 
be burned. Five hundred persons viewed 
the body. 

At an early hour on the morning of the 

Si King, in passing the farm of 
Mr. E. Jeffries, near New Loudon, Mo , 
found tha t gentleman's seventfeu-year-old 
daughter, Miss Laura, milking cows. He 
approached tbe young lady, and before she 
was aware of his intentions seiuxl her in hli j 
arms. In tbe desperate struggle that en- 
sued the girl's clothing was torn from her 
person. The black brute then picked her up 
in his arms anil carried and dragged her to 
a papaw patch, where he succ«.«1jI in ac- 
complishing his purpose. He tht-n beat her 
into complete insensibility, at the same time 
swearing that he would murder her. Leav- 
ing her, as he supposed, dead, he proceeded 
on his way. Laura, in the course of an 
hour, regained consciousness and dragged 
herself, completely divested of clothing, to 
the house, where the alarm was given, and a i 
party of neighbors armed with shotguns and 
revolvers started on the trail. He was 
tracked down the main road a distance of 
five and a half miles to the residence of J. I 
B. Harris, a son-in-law of Mr. Jeffries, I 
where be tound Mrs. Harris alone aud pre- j 
paring tbe midday meal. 

This was about 10 o'clock. The negro 
thrust a revolver into Harris' face, demand- 
ing her money. He then choked ami beat
